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PDHD cutback: School clinics are closing

All school health clinics 
operated by the Pennyrile 
District Health Depart¬ 
ment will close July 1 of 
this year. 

The Pennyrile District 
Health Department’s dis¬ 
trict board of health made 
the decision Feb. 27, and 
health director Allison 
Beshear has been break¬ 
ing the bad news to school 
superintendents and clinic 
staff in the five counties

served — Caldwell, Crit¬ 
tenden, Livingston, Lyon 
and Trigg. 

“It was a hard decision 
for everyone to make,” 
said Beshear. 

The board of health, 
which comprises repre¬ 
sentatives from all five 
counties, looked at dif¬ 
ferent options for dealing 
with the future of school 


health clinics — a future 
that has been unclear in 
recent years because of 
cutbacks on the state level. 

“Over the past three 
years, this program has 
struggled due to cutbacks 
from Medicaid and having 
to pay a 30 percent match 
on every Medicaid dollar 
we receive,” said Beshear. 

“At the beginning of the 


2013 fiscal year, we had 
10 school clinics in our 
five county health depart¬ 
ments. During that year, 
two clinics closed down 
due to limited funding with 
the Kentucky Spirit man¬ 
aged care organization not 
paying for services.” 

Kentucky Spirit was 
one of three managed care 
companies hired by the 


state in 2011. 

Prior to that time, Med¬ 
icaid operated under a 
“fee for service” model 
and health departments 
were routinely reimbursed 
without complaint for pro¬ 
viding services in school- 
based clinics. 

But Kentucky Spirit 
began denying claims for 
school services filed by the 


Pennyrile District Health 
Department. 

Kentucky Spirit owed 
the five-county Pennyrile 
District Health Depart¬ 
ment more than $515,000 
for services provided in 
health clinics and schools, 
according to Beshear.

get through this trying 
time,’’according to the 
website gofundme.com, 
where individuals can 
make donations to the 
Kiper family to help cov¬

Kiper, originally from 
Leitchfield, now resides 
in Princeton with his wife 
Tabatha.

The Pennyroyal Health 
Care Services entity is a 
not-for-profit corporation 
set up to establish and 
run a Federally Qualified 
Health Center.

“We are starting with a 
family clinic in Princeton 
and will eventually expand 
to Eddyville and Cadiz.”

Work is underway to 
renovate the building 
which is home to the new 
Princeton clinic. 

“We’re repainting the 


entire building and add¬ 
ing some additional exam 
room space where paper 
medical records were once 
kept,” said Fulcher 

Pennyroyal Family 
Health will be utilizing the 
latest electronic medical 
record software, which 
eliminates the need for pa¬ 
per records. 

Fulcher said the clinic 
will initially be open on 
Mondays in March and 
will expand office hours 
in April and May as addi¬ 


tional staff is hired.

Treasures abound in Banner newsletters 


W e mentioned in last week’s column that an exten¬ 
sive collection of Princeton Hosiery Mill Banner 
newsletters had been left at our office. We sure 
have enjoyed looking over those treasures. 

That publication covered a span of some 30 years, and 
Claude Cooper was one of the more prolific contributors to 
the newsletter. Some of his unique thoughts included ... 

• Adam and Eve’s street address was 281 Apple. 

• A considerable number of people in this country get 
killed by guns that aren’t loaded and by drivers who are. 

• Remember, if you don’t want to get wet stay out of the 
rain because it always falls, it never goes up. 

• One time I went to visit my uncle down south and I 
took my favorite cow down with me which was never down 
south before. I turned her out in a cotton patch and she froze 
thinking it was snow. 


The Oct. 10, 1958 Banner related this story about the 
“bathtub innovation” ... 

It was about 115 years ago that Adam Thompson, of 
Cincinnati, installed the first bathtub in this country, which 
met with no little ridicule and a storm of opposition. 

Newspapers declared that the newfangled idea would 
ruin the democratic simplicity of the country. 

Doctors shook their heads and predicted rheumatism, 
inflammation of the lungs and other dire diseases by such a 
wholesale application of water. 

Wiseacres agreed that bathing in wintertime would result 
in a decline of our robust population. 

Philadelphia tried to put a ban on bathing from the first of 
November to the first of March. 

Boston, the center of learning, in 1845 made bathing 
unlawful except on the advice of a physician. 

Hartford, Providence and Wilmington and other cities 
tried to block bathtub bathing with exorbitant water rates. 

Virginia put a tax of $40 on every bathtub brought into 
the state. 


We recall in the 1960s when legendary UK basketball 
coach Adolph Rupp and UK football coach Charlie Bradshaw 
spoke in Princeton. But reading the Jan. 6, 1956 Banner we 
learned that Blanton Collier, UK football coach from 1954- 
61, spent time in Princeton. The Banner noted that Collier 
toured the Hosiery Mill the morning after speaking at the 
Kiwanis Club’s high school football banquet. At the banquet 
he showed film from the Kentucky-Tennessee game. 

After leaving UK, Collier moved on to the NFL where he 
was head coach of the Cleveland Browns. His 1964 Browns 
team won the NFL championship.

City resident questions why anyone would shoot dogs and cats 


To the Editor: 

This is a fact: someone in our neigh¬ 
borhood is shooting cats and dogs! 

Our cat has been shot twice now. The 
first time the bullet hit his tail and wasn’t 
life threatening. But this time he was 
shot in the side. Someone is trying to 
murder our cat! Our kitty, Lucky-Stinker, 
fortunately is all right. But he had to 
spend the night at Dr. Rogers’ clinic. 
We didn’t know if he would live or not. 
Dr. Rogers told us it didn’t look good. 
Stinker never bothers anyone. He’s neu¬ 
tered so he can’t add to the cat popula¬ 
tion. I’ve never even seen him on a car. 
He doesn’t need to, not even for protec¬ 
tion. Our yard is fenced in and I’ve seen 
him scale our chain link fence a multi¬ 
tude of times. The window he comes in 
and out of is 6 feet off the ground and he 
jumps straight up on the windowsill. He 
just likes to get some fresh air and hunt 
a little bit. 

The evening we left Stinker at Dr. 
Rogers’ clinic, I saw one of my neigh¬ 
bors outside and stopped to tell her what 
happened. She has both dogs and cats. 
Her Great Dane was shot a few months 
earlier inside her fenced yard. What if 
they’d missed the dog and hit one of her 
children! 


Near the end of December our little 
dog, Lacey- Gracey, started having sei¬ 
zures. That meant another visit to Dr. 
Rogers and to put her on medication. 
When you’re on a fixed income, as we 
are, unexpected expenses really hurt. 

Lacey-Gracey is not the first dog 
we have had to have seizures. We had 
another dog pass away about 15 years 
ago. I started researching the causes of 
seizures on the internet. Poison is one of 
the causes. Did someone poison her? It 
grieves my soul deeply that someone, in 
our own neighborhood, is cold-hearted- 
ly, premeditatedly, trying to assassinate 
our animals. Clearly they have never 
experienced the unconditional love of a 
dog or cat. 

We have lived in Princeton for nearly 
22 years and until recently I have truly 
enjoyed living here. We’ve made many 
friends and I have felt more at home 
here than anywhere else I have ever 
lived. But we have decided that as soon 
as we sell our home we are leaving this 
area. 

A special thanks goes to Dr. Rogers 
and to the sweet ladies in his office: 
Pam, Teresa and Candy. Dr. Rogers 
understands how scary the seizures are. 
He was so kind to return every one my 


calls. I know he did everything possible 
for her and all of our pets. When one of 
them passes away they always sent me 
a condolence card with the whole group 
having signed it. 

Stinker and our other little house 
dogs are all right, thank God. But Lacey- 
Gracey succumbed to the seizures Feb. 
13, 2014. She died the day before her 
birthday; she was a Valentine’s baby. 
She had a white heart on her chest, a 
white heart for one pure of heart. The 
tears are flowing as I write this. Our “fur 
children” all live inside. We love them 
deeply and passionately. Please, please 
leave my pets alone! We will be gone 
soon and will only be a memory to you. 

It is not my nature to retaliate or to 
be vindictive in any way. But I will pray 
that God will handle the guilty person 
responsible for this horrible deed. The 
Bible states in Romans 12:19: “Dearly 
beloved, avenge not yourselves, but rath¬ 
er give place unto wrath: for it is written, 
Vengeance is mine; I will repay, saith the 
Lord.” I just wish that whoever the cow¬ 
ard that did this could have the pain in 
the pit of their stomach like I have.

A doctor, a lawyer, a newspaper reporter 


I am taking a break from the Burger Queen/Druther’s 
tales this week because I have to talk about the big ice 
and snow-covered elephant in the room.

The priests could not continue their ' 
service because of the cloud, for the glorious 
presence of the Lord filled the Temple.

health departments across 
the state about $7.9 mil¬ 
lion in payments for treat¬ 
ments provided by school 
nurses, and argued the 
school clinic services were 
not covered. 

The issue went before 
a judge and last summer, 
Kentucky Spirit was or¬ 
dered to pay the health de¬ 
partments. 

Beshear said the Penny- 
rile District Health Depart¬ 
ment did receive a check. 

“For about 40 percent of 
what we were owed,” she 
said. “And it came with a 
letter stating that depend¬ 
ing on the outcome of the 
trial — which is still going 
on — we may have to give 
some of that money back. 
It’s still up in the air.” 

When the district board 
of health sat down last 
week to discuss the future 
of school clinics, Beshear 
said they looked at four 
possible options. 

“We looked at raising 
the local health tax; we 
looked at asking the school 
districts to pay more; we 
looked at cutting our em¬ 
ployees back to part-time, 
and then we looked at 
cutting the program com¬ 
pletely,” said Beshear. 

“We knew whatever 
we decided to do this year 
wouldn’t be a good solu¬ 
tion. We would be back 
in the same situation next 
year. None of our options 
were solutions. If we kept 
the program, we would be 
looking at a deficit of over 
$ 100 , 000 .” 

Beshear said the de¬ 
cision to cut the school 
clinic program was diffi¬ 
cult for the board of health 
because “every member 
agrees this is a very impor¬ 
tant program.” 

“It’s just unfortunate 
that our state doesn’t rec¬ 
ognize how important it 
is,” she said. 

The school health clin¬ 
ics are not mandated and 
not funded by the state. 

“When we look at our 
budget and what programs 
we offer, we have to make 
sure we can pay for the 
mandated services at this 


point,” said Beshear. 

“The state mandates 
that we maintain certain 
environmental health- 
related services — restau¬ 
rant inspections, sewage, 
septic tank, communicable 
diseases and outbreak.” 

Beshear said the only 
way she can see school 
clinics being saved is by 
community members 
making an appeal to state 
legislators. 

“Write to them and tell 
them you want funding 
for these clinics,” said Bes¬ 
hear. 

Caldwell County Judge/ 
Executive Brock Thomas, 
who also serves as chair¬ 
man of the board of health, 
said he hopes community 
members will also ask the 
state to reconsider making 
health departments pay 
back 30 percent of every 
Medicaid dollar they re¬ 
ceive. 

“Our health depart¬ 
ment has to send 30 cents 
of every Medicaid dollar 
they receive to the state. 
They are the only group 
required to do this, and it 
is just killing their budget,” 
said Thomas. 

“That money they have 
to send back to the state 
could stay here and be 
used to fund the school 
clinic program.” 

Thomas said last year, 
all fiscal courts in the Pen- 
nyrile District sent a letter 
to the state requesting that 
they stop the 30 percent 
imposition on health de¬ 
partments. 

Thomas said he worked 
hard with Beshear and 
Caldwell County Schools 
Superintendent Carrell 
Boyd last year to keep 
the school clinic going in 
Caldwell County. 

The Caldwell School 
District cut the school clin¬ 
ic program down from two 
clinics to one in the 2013- 
14 school year. 

“We did that to make it 
through this school year 
with hopes that the legis¬ 
lature would improve their 
standing on that Medicaid 
match,” said Thomas. “And 
they just haven’t. They 
haven’t done anything to 
help the situation.” 


The school clinic pro¬ 
gram being cut is “just a 
sign of the budget times,” 
according to Thomas. 

“And in turn this is go¬ 
ing to put pressure on our 
school system because 
they have to provide cer¬ 
tain services as mandated 
by the state.” 

“Anytime Gov. Beshear 
or the feds make cuts, it 
comes at a price, and they 
typically ship it down to 
the local level,” said Thom¬ 
as. 

“When you get down to 
our level, we’re the ones 
who provide so many im¬ 
mediate services. The state 
and federal governments 
can cut services, but down 
here on the county level is 
where you really feel all 
the effects.” 

Students in the Caldwell 
School System and staff 
will see the effects when 
the 2014-15 school year 
begins without the Tiger 
Clinic. 

“I hate to hear this,” 
said Caldwell Elementary 
School Principal Ronnie 
Martin upon hearing the 
news. 


the five school districts 
will consider hiring some 
of the health department 
staff to fill the void and 
provide in-school clinic 
services on their own. 

“We have eight RNs and 
four clerks who are look¬ 
ing at losing their jobs. We 
will do what we can to find 
places for them, but I can’t 
say right now how many 
lay-offs there will be,” said 
Beshear. 

“I do know that our 
school clinic staff is sad 
and heart broken. They 
love these kids, and this 
is ending that chapter of 
their lives.”

Silencing 

rural 

America

If you’re ‘a little bit country’ or if you’re ‘a 
country boy who can survive,’ you have more 
in common with America’s Founding Fathers 
than you did 50 years ago. And, that’s not 
necessarily a good thing. 

Anyone who has taken an American histo¬ 
ry class knows the story of the Boston Tea 
Party, or has at least heard the phrase “taxa¬ 
tion without representation.” 

The people living in our country’s original 
13 colonies did not have direct representa¬ 
tives in the British parliament, so they had no 
voice in how they would be taxed and no vote 
on who would represent them. The British 
government freely taxed them however it 
wanted and whatever amount it wanted. With 
no voice and with no legitimate way to defend 
their rights, many colonists correctly feared 
that their property could be taken away 
through aggressive and deliberate taxation. 

Today, rural lawmakers are an endangered 
species in state legislatures across the coun¬ 
try, and Americans living in rural communi¬ 
ties and working in agriculture-related indus¬ 
tries are now faced with the same dilemma as 
our American forefathers did more than 240 
years ago. 

More and more Americans are migrating 
to the cities and suburbs, and today we are a 
nation of Urbanites, who possess little or no 
regard for agriculture; have no understanding 
from where their food comes; and lack even 
the most basic concepts of hunting, conserva¬ 
tion and wildlife management. 

Political experts are warning that the 
decreasing number of ranchers, farmers and 
others who make their living off the land 
affects not just agricultural policy, but also 
hunting, fishing and other rural concerns 
such as roads, schools and even access to 
high-speed Internet. 

Indiana State Rep. Bill Friend, who is also 
a pork producer, says that most of his col¬ 
leagues have no personal connections with 
agriculture so it is extremely challenging to 
talk with them about modern farming and to 
explain the concerns and problems faced by 
rural families. 

Colorado representative and rancher Jerry 
Sonnenberg has also expressed that same 
frustration. He says the voice of rural 
Colorado is not being heard, and he has 
offered a solution. He is pushing a proposal 
for each of his state’s 64 counties to have a 
single House seat instead of awarding repre¬ 
sentation according to population. 

The concept of a single densely populated 
area of Urbanites voting on decisions that 
affect hundreds of thousands of people living 
in rural communities is nothing new. It hap¬ 
pens every day in Illinois, where Chicago pol¬ 
itics rules the state. 

Two years ago in Missouri, for another 
example, HSUS conducted a full-scale blitz 
on a ballot initiative that was designed to 
enact harsh new restrictions on dog breeders. 
Every agriculture organization in the state 
opposed the bill because they understood that 
the bill’s language had ramifications that 
went far beyond the dog industry; it would 
potentially impact every agricultural industry 
in the state. 

Citizens living in rural Missouri under¬ 
stood it too, and out of Missouri’s 114 coun¬ 
ties, only 12 plus the City of St. Louis voted in 
favor of the proposition. Yet it still passed. 
Ninety percent of the counties said “NO” and 
the bill still passed because the Urbanites in 
St. Louis and Kansas City said ‘Yes.’ 

In this case, it was the Urbanites in 
Missouri’s two biggest cities that voted harsh 
new restrictions on everyone living in rural 
Missouri and on those who made their living 
in agriculture. 

In the United States in 1800, about five 
percent of the population lived in cities. We 
were largely an agricultural society, and we 
worked and thrived on the land and its abun¬ 
dant resources. We cared about the land 
because the land sustained us. By 1920, 50 
percent of our population lived in cities and 
President Theodore Roosevelt then voiced 
concern over the country’s “rampant urban¬ 
ization.” 

Today, more than 80 percent of our U.S. 
population lives in urban areas, and we as a 
people are more disconnected from nature 
and the land than ever before. 

Sadly, we cannot rely on the Urbanites to 
understand agricultural and outdoor issues, 
let alone defend them against over-regulation 
and crushing taxation. As the growing politi¬ 
cal clout of the Urbanites continues to domi¬ 
nate legislation and regulation and the voice 
of rural America declines to a quivering 
whimper from the shadows of history, it’s not 
hard to see that many of our American tradi¬ 
tions — family farms, raising livestock, work¬ 
ing the land, self-reliance, growing and rais¬ 
ing our own food — is in jeopardy.

Spring Fishing Frenzy: March 
begins new license year in state

As the latest winter 
storm took aim at 
Kentucky this past week¬ 
end, a brief break in the 
weather ahead of its arriv¬ 
al sent many anglers out in 
search of fishable water. 

One trout angler at a 
Fishing in Neighborhoods 
(FINs) lake in Boone 
County kindly reminded 
his shoreline acquaintanc¬ 
es about the significance 
of the date before they cast 
a line into the icy water. 

March 1 ushered in the 
new license year in 
Kentucky. 

A fishing license 
unlocks a myriad angling 
opportunities across the 
state and buying one now 
maximizes its value. 

“When you think about 
what that gives you — all 
these bodies of water, all 
these different species that 
we provide for people — 
it’s a tremendous value,” 
said Ron Brooks, director 
of the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources’ fisher¬ 
ies division. 

“We have limits on what 
anglers can take some¬ 
times. Even with those lim¬ 
its they can feed their fam¬ 
ily a lot throughout the 
year just by going out on 
some public water and 
catching fish, not to men¬ 
tion all the recreational 
aspects.” 

Individuals and families 
on a budget will appreciate 
the value of what amounts 
to a season-long pass to 
the great outdoors. 

An annual fishing 
license runs $20 for 
Kentucky residents. 

“You can’t take your 
family out to eat for $20 
and you can barely go out 
and eat yourself for that 
amount,” Brooks said. 

New this year is a three- 
year fishing license for res¬ 
idents. It is $55 and avail¬ 
able online only at fw.ky. 
gov. Other options include 
the resident $30 combina¬ 
tion hunting and fishing 
license, a savings of $10 if 
purchased separately. The 
joint husband and wife 


fishing license costs just 
$36. 

Children 15 and young¬ 
er can fish without a 
license. 

The sportsman’s license 
is available to residents 
only and at $95 represents 
an exceptional value. It 
bundles a combination 
hunting and fishing 
license, statewide deer 
permit, spring and fall tur¬ 
key permits, a migratory 
bird and waterfowl permit 
along with a trout permit. 
Buying each separately 
would cost $150. 

Unless license exempt, 
anglers intending to keep 
trout must have a trout 
permit. All licensed 
anglers fishing the 
Cumberland River from 
Wolf Creek Dam to the 
Tennessee state line, its 
tributaries up to the first 
riffle and all of Hatchery 
Creek must possess a trout 
permit. 

For those who may only 
get out to fish once or 
twice a year, a one-day 
license at $7 is a good 
option. Residents and non¬ 
residents can fish any 
Kentucky waters without a 
license during Kentucky’s 
free fishing days June 7-8. 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife has documented a 
slight rise in angler partici¬ 
pation over the past two 
years. 

“That’s probably due to 
a combination of the out¬ 
standing resources we 
have, our heightened 
efforts to promote the 
opportunities we have in 
Kentucky and an increase 
among adults and people 
in general in locally grown 
and organic foods,” said 
Brian Clark, assistant 
director of Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife’s public 
affairs division. 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife receives no tax 
dollars from Kentucky’s 
general fund. Instead it 
relies on the sale of hunt¬ 
ing and fishing licenses, 
boat registration fees and 
federal programs for fund¬ 
ing. 

“Fishing and hunting 
licenses are extremely 
important to us,” Brooks 


said. “It really is what 
makes this whole depart¬ 
ment run.” 

Licenses are sold 
through a variety of out¬ 
lets. Vendor locations are 
available on the depart¬ 
ment’s website at fw.ky. 
gov. Licenses and permits 
also can be purchased 
online or by calling (877) 
598-2401. The Kentucky 
Fishing and Boating Guide 
provides complete licens¬ 
ing information and is 
available online and wher¬ 
ever licenses are sold. 

It can be debated that 
March belongs in the dis¬ 
cussion of the best sports 
month of the year. 

For many anglers, it is 
unparalleled. 

Deciding where to go 
and which species to tar¬ 
get can be difficult with so 
many options available. 
The 2014 Fishing Forecast, 
produced annually by 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 


and posted on the depart¬ 
ment’s website, contains a 
wealth of information 
about Kentucky’s major 
fisheries. 

Whether you’re after 
crappie at Kentucky Lake 
and Lake Barkley or white 
bass at Nolin River Lake, 
largemouth bass at Cedar 
Creek Lake, muskellunge 
at Cave Run, Green River 
or Buckhorn lakes, hybrid 
striped bass at Fishtrap 
Lake or the 39 FINs lakes 
across the state brimming 
with recently-stocked rain¬ 
bow trout, spring is an 
excellent time to put a new 
fishing license to use.

while McKenzie Fraliex added eight points and 10 
boards. 

“They’ve taken it to another level and we just continue 
to get better and better,” said Thomas. “I’m really proud 
of the level we’re playing at right now.” 

Caldwell appeared to be in trouble when Rodgers 
picked up her second foul midway through the first 
quarter. However, the Lady Tigers turned a tight game 
into a 14-point second quarter lead at 23-9. 

“I never would have thought we could have sat Lele 
that long and still had the lead,” said Thomas. “I was 
prepared to bring her back in. But we were actually able 
to extend the lead with her on the bench.” 

Lyon cut the gap to just six points, 29-23, at the break 
thanks to a pair of late 3-pointers from Kacie Freeman. 

Another bucket from Freeman to open the third 
quarter made it 29-25. 

However, the next 5 minutes belonged to Caldwell. 
The Lady Tigers used a 17-2 run to break the game open, 
limiting Lyon to just a pair of free throws over that time. 

When Gilkey scored off a backdoor cut on a pass from 
Alexis George, the Lady Tigers held a 46-27 advantage. 

Lyon tried to stay within striking distance, cutting the 
margin to 50-37 after three quarters. 

Jill P’Poole made one of two free throws early in the 
final stanza to make it a 12-point game, but the Lady 
Lyons could get no closer. 

Caldwell led by as many as 19 points in the fourth 
quarter while holding on for the 13-point decision over 
its former 5th District rival. 

“If anything, we got just a little tired at the end,” said 
Thomas. “But I think that’s two things. One is the snow 
days and being out, and the other is the intensity level 
with which we played. 

“But we played really well. We got two days of prac¬ 
tice in, which I think was another big factor. We’ve really 
got to thank our administration for clearing the roads so 
we could get to the gym. That made a big difference.” 

P’Poole paced Lyon with 21 points and 14 rebounds. 
Freeman added 16 points and Barrett Blackburn had 14. 

Caldwell holds an 84-18 advantage in the all-time 
series. 

Thursday’s win was the Lady Tigers’ first in the 2nd 
Region tourney since 2009. Caldwell beat Trigg Coun¬ 
ty 79-67 in the first round that season before losing to 
Henderson in the semifinals. 

The Lady Tigers will be big underdogs to Henderson 
again this time around. The Lady Colonels are the de¬ 
fending regional champions and have not lost to a 2nd 
Region team this season. 

Henderson routed Christian County 65-31 on 
Thursday. 

“We are going to have to play extremely well,” said 
Thomas. “Henderson is a team that is going to press 
you and try to make it a four-quarter game. We have 
to rebound and take care of the basketball to have a 
chance. They’re going to try to force you into mistakes.” 

Henderson holds a 19-1 lead in the all-time series. 
Caldwell’s lone win was a 65-59 overtime decision in 
the championship game of the 1992 2nd Region tourna¬ 
ment. 

Today’s first semifinal game in Henderson tips off at 
noon. University Heights (24-3) will face Madisonville- 
North Hopkins (21-8).

CARRYING THE BANNER Kevin Har- 
vick may have hit paydirt in Phoenix 
in his new Stewart-Haas Racing ride, 
but the rest of the team is lagging be¬ 
hind. Harvick’s victory is the only top- 
10 showing among SHR’s four teams 
through two races. Tony Stewart 
(20th), Kurt Busch (30th) and Danica 
Patrick (39th) also lag far behind Har- 
vick (fourth) in the point standings. 

NEW KNOCKOUT NASCAR’s new 
“knockout” qualifying procedure went 
relatively well in its Cup Series debut 
in Phoenix. Under the system, drivers 
had a 30-minute “live” session, where 
they were free to post fast laps at any 
time. The fastest 12 advanced to a 
second and final 10-minute session in 
which the process repeated itself. On 
tracks larger than 1.25 miles, there 
will be three sessions. Team Penske’s 
Brad Keselowski and Joey Logano 
swept the front row. 

REHASHING REPAVING Since its 
repave in 2012, Phoenix International 
Raceway has been a bit mundane on 
the passing front. Sunday was no ex¬ 
ception, as the Cup race witnessed 
14 lead changes, but only one on- 
track, green flag pass. Accelerating 
the aging process at newly-paved 
tracks is tough to do, and when a 
strong car (Harvick’s) on hard 
Goodyear tires that have little “fall 
off,” the result is often little side-by- 
side competition. 

IT’S KYLE ...AGAIN Kyle Busch 
picked up right where he left off. After 
a 12-win campaign in the Nationwide 
Series in 2013, Busch scored his first 
2014 victory on Saturday with a vic¬ 
tory in Phoenix. Busch has three con¬ 
secutive wins at PIR in Nationwide 
Series competition.

DESERT DOMINANCE 

Kevin Harvick lays waste to field in Phoenix; 
scores first win with Stewart-Haas Racing

Judging by garage chatter and 
practice speeds at Phoenix Interna¬ 
tional Raceway there was really no 
doubt that Kevin Harvick was the 
driver to beat in what turned out to 
be the aptly named “The Profit on 
CNBC 500” ... that, of course, if 
the spelling of the race sponsor 
were “Prophet.” 

Regardless, Harvick and his new 
No. 4 Stewart-Haas Racing team was 
far and away the strongest bunch in 
the desert after a speedy NASCAR 
Speedweeks in Daytona, winning in 
just their second race together. 

Harvick led a race-high 224 of 
312 laps — after topping the 
speed charts in Friday and Satur¬ 
day practice sessions — and com- 
mandingly held off a top 5 that 
consisted of Dale Earnhardt Jr., 
Brad Keselowski, Joey Logano 
and Jeff Gordon over four restarts 
in the final 61 laps to notch his 
first Cup win in a car not owned 
by Richard Childress. 

“This just solidifies some many 
things — so many decisions,” Har¬ 
vick said of his defection from 
Richard Childress Racing, where 
he had spent his entire 13-year Cup 
career, to good friend Tony Stew¬ 
art’s team. While driver of the No. 
29 Chevy at RCR, the Bakersfield, 
Calif., native garnered 23 wins in 
the Sprint Cup Series, including the 
2007 Daytona 500, 2003 Brickyard 
400 and two victories in the Coca- 
Cola 600 (2011,2013). 

Harvick was the cause of a final- 
turn crash in last weekend’s Day¬ 
tona 500, where he placed 13th, 
but had no such dramatics in 
Phoenix. Harvick took the lead for 
the first time on lap 74 on Sunday 
and surrendered it for only 15 cir¬ 
cuits over the remainder of the af¬ 


ternoon. Try as they might in the 
final four restarts of the race, the 
competitors were mostly resigned 
to race for second. 

“We were a little faster at the end, 
but (Harvick was) stellar,” said 
Earnhardt, who followed up his 
Daytona 500 win with a second- 
place finish in Phoenix. “Those 
guys were two-tenths (of a second) 
faster than anybody all weekend in 
practice. They were just phenome¬ 
nal. To be able to run with them as 
we did all day was a big confidence 
builder for us.” 

It was Harvick’s third win at PIR 
in the circuit’s last four visits and 
fifth overall. 

“The back of Kevin’s car says 
‘Freaky Fast’ and they weren’t 
lying!” said Logano, referring to 
Harvick’s Jimmy John’s sponsor¬ 
ship decals. “Such a fast car — he’s 
got something figured out here.” 

Thus far, Harvick’s 2014 show¬ 
ing has resembled Matt Kenseth’s 
2013 performance as a driver who 
jumped to a new team after earning 
tenure elsewhere over the first 13 
years of his Cup career. Kenseth 
left Roush Fenway Racing follow¬ 
ing the 2012 season and enjoyed a 
career year last season, registering 
seven wins and a runner-up points 
showing with Joe Gibbs Racing. 

“They were really prepared,” 
third-place finisher Brad Keselowski 
said of Harvick’s team in the offsea¬ 
son. “We saw it all the way through 
testing, that they were dominant. 
They showed it when they came to 
the actual racetrack to race. 

“I would look for big things out 
of that team. They looked a lot like 
the 20 car (Kenseth) did last year at 
this time. They have that honey¬ 
moon syndrome going on and tak¬ 
ing full advantage of it.” 

If there were one team besides 
RCR where Harvick would seem a 


natural fit, it’s SHR, which is co¬ 
owned by his good friend, Stewart. 

“It wasn’t that I couldn’t be a part 
of the championship before, if s just 
that we hadn’t won a championship 
before,” Harvick said. “We do this 
to win. You want to win races. 
We’ve been fortunate to do that in 
the past, but in this arena it’s about 
winning championships and trying 
to be competitive on a weekly 
basis. I felt like I needed that en¬ 
thusiasm to show up to work. I get 
to do this with a lot of my friends, 
with Tony. 

“As we’ve gone through time, I’ve 
sat and talked with Tony about whaf s 
expected. He expects me and Rodney 
(Childers, crew chief) to help lead the 
charge on the competition side as to 
what needs to be the direction.” 

Meanwhile, Earnhardt and the 
No. 88 Hendrick Motorsports 
bunch seem poised to make crew 
chief Steve Letarte’s final season 
with the team — he’ll abandon pit 
box duties at the end of the year — 
a successful one. Earnhardt’s first- 
and second-place showings in the 
season’s first two races signify the 
best start of his 16-year Cup career. 

“Our team is performing so well 
— got a lot of great chemistry and 
good communication going back 
and forth,” Earnhardt said. “Every¬ 
body’s confidence is very high. 
Everybody’s mood and morale is 
really high. Hopefully we can 
maintain that and not have any bad 
luck or make any mistakes and con¬ 
tinue to keep working towards win¬ 
ning more races. 

“If we run second enough, we’re 
bound to at least trip into one or 
two. We ran second quite a few 
races in the last 10 or so (last sea¬ 
son). I feel really good. I feel like 
we’re coming around the corner, 
peaking at the right time this season 
to try to run for the championship.” 


Kurt Busch to attempt Indy 500-Coke 600 double

Kurt Busch has a busy Memorial 
Day weekend planned. The 2004 
NASCAR Cup champ announced on 
Tuesday that he will attempt “The 
Double” by running IndyCar’s Indi¬ 
anapolis 500 and NASCAR’s Coca- 
Cola 600 in Charlotte, N.C. on May 25. 

“I enjoyed the era of drivers racing 
different cars and testing themselves 
in other series,” Busch said. “It is 
tough to do now for a variety of fac¬ 
tors, but when the opportunity is 
there, I want to do it. 

“It’s literally a dream come true. To 
go to the famous Brickyard with the 


iconic Andretti name, it doesn’t get 
much cooler or better than that.” 

Busch, in his first season driving 
for Stewart-Haas Racing on the 
NASCAR Sprint Cup circuit, will 
pilot an Andretti Autosport Honda at 
the Indianapolis Motor Speedway. 

His NASCAR manufacturer, 
Chevrolet, had to sign off on his rac¬ 
ing for another car company. 

Busch will be the first driver to 
attempt the feat since 2004, when 
Robby Gordon ran both races. Gor¬ 
don, John Andretti and Busch’s 
NASCAR co-owner, Tony Stewart, 
are the only three drivers to have 
pulled “The Double.” Stewart, who 
in 2001 finished sixth at Indi¬ 


anapolis and third in Charlotte, is 
the only driver to have completed 
all 1,100 miles. 

“It’s great having Tony as the co¬ 
owner of my NASCAR team as, in 
the weeks leading up to the month of 
May, it gives me a chance to talk with 
him about his personal experiences 
with ‘The Double’ — to anticipate 
what’s next and have things checked 
off the list so that I’m mentally and 
physically prepared for the chal¬ 
lenge,” said Busch. 

Although Busch, who has 24 career 
Cup victories, has yet to start an In- 
dyCar event, he obtained his license 
in the series last year when an Indy 
500 bid first became a possibility.

When the race is on the line, there are 
few drivers as good as Jimmie Johnson. 
We found out just how clutch he would 
prove to be over his career in the 2006 
UAW-Daimler Chrysler 400. 

With crew chief Chad Knaus on the 
sidelines after a rules infraction at Day¬ 
tona, many questioned how well John¬ 
son would start the ’06 season. However, 
he won at Daytona, was a close second 
to Matt Kenseth at Fontana, and looked 
like he was going to finish second again 
at Las Vegas. That was before a caution 
on lap 265 sent the race into an overtime 
two-lap dash to the finish. 

Johnson stalked Kenseth — who led a 
race-high 146 circuits — on the first of 
the two green-flag laps, fading to the in¬ 
side as they came to the white flag. On 
the last lap, Kenseth — seeing what 
Johnson did the previous lap — guarded 
the low line, but that didn’t matter to 
Johnson as he powered around the out¬ 
side to nip Kenseth at the stripe by 0.045 
seconds, or about a half a car length.
